The Dominion Mortgage and In- 
vestment Association, which in- 
cludes some 30 leading insurance 
and trust companies, reports that 
the mortgage debt of the farmers 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al 
berta declined from $168,661,000 in 
1937 to S80,564,000 in 1950, This was 
a decline of SL per cent for the 
three provinces, 

While the members of 


ciation do not hold all the farm 
| mortgages, it can be safely esti 


mated that such debt to other loan- 
ing institutions has declined pro- 
portionatels 

In 1937 Professor W. J. Waines of 
the University of Manitoba placed 
the farm debt of the prairie pro 
}vinces at over $805 million, A 
decline of S82 per cent would bring 
jthat total down to $145 million, 
' Farmers usually pay off debts to 
merchants, banks, implement com- 
| panies, ete., before they pay their 
mortgages, so it may be assumed 
that the bulk of the heavy debt 
burden of ld years has been

The above estimates of 
forest fire damage do not include 
all forest values impaired or de- 
stroyed, Timber losses are apprais- 
ed on a basis of prevailing stump- 
age rates only, and no attempt is 
made to take into account other

ing approximately 45 cents per 
pound, it was practically for small 
patch treatments, rather than for 
the control of field scale infesta- 
tions. It was found that tillage com- 
bined with TCA applications tend 
to increase the effectiveness of the 
chemical, Ploughing immediately 
after applying the TCA gave very 
promising results from rates as low 
as 40 pounds of active ingredient 
per acre. Moisture conditions at and 
after applying the TCA appeared to 
have a marked effect on the kills 
of couch grass. With the moisture 
conditions in 1950 equally good 
kills were obtained from the use of 
80 pounds per acre, as Were obtain. 
ed from the application of 100 
pounds per acre under dry condi- 
tions in 1949, 

At present, TCA holds consider- 
able promise as a chemical spray 
for the control of couch grass, But 
due chiefly to its present high cost, 
even when used in 
with tillage, it seems unprofitable 
for large-scale control of this weed.

Several other cattle 
were seriously ill from the poison, 
They should not be left where ani- 
mals and children can reach them, 
If livestock is poisoned, oily laxa- 
tives such as raw linseed oil and 
mineral oil provide 
treatment but a veterinarian should 
be called immediately. We have no 
report to date of amimals becoming 
poisoned after consuming Weeds 
that have been treated with sodium | 
chlorate, however precaution should | 
be exercised in this connection at | 
all times, Whenever the use of this | 
weed killer is involved.

If you have, you can stop kidding 
yourself, The “good old days” are 
myth, not history, Things, and 
people, really only have changed

The authority of this is Samuel 
Noah Cramer, a University of Penn- 
sylvania professor whose specialty 
is studying the ancients, especially 
the Assyrians, 

Cramer has just finished trans- 
lating documents inscribed 1,700 
years before the birth of Christ, | 
Modern idion apart, the documents | 
have a surprising 20th century fla- | 
vor, For example, Cramer quoted: 

“You can have a Lord, you can 

have a King, 

But the man to fear is the tax 

collector,” | 

As for war, the ancients knew it 
well, and they considered it futile, | 
as in this piece: 

"You go and carry off the enemy's 

land, 

The enemy comes and carries off 

your land,” | 

The documents he translated 
were found by an archaeological 
expedition from the University ear- 
lier this year, The language used 
in the carvings was Sumarian, now 
extinct. The tablets were found in 
the ancient city of Nippur, near 
Baghdad, 

The Assyrians learned early about 
women, They wrote: 

"A restless Woman in the house
